RINAKER WOULD GO TO CONGRESS. 


His Name to Be Presented to the Republic- 
an State Convention, It Is Claimed. 

Gen. John I. Ripaker came up from Macov- 
pin County yesterday ostensibly to attend the 
meeting of the State Bar Association, but he 
kept one eye upon the politicians about the 
Grand Pacifie Hotel. ‘The General’s name 
will be presented to the Republican State coi- 
vention for the nomination for Congressman- 
at-Large. ‘He has been doing service for the 
Republican party in Illinois for nearly forty 
years, and his friends think he should be hon- 
ored with the nomination. — 

“The General comes from a Democratic 
county,” said a Republican politician yester- 
day who has been in politice as long as Gen. 
Rinaker, “‘and he has been instrumental in 
helping to cut the majority down from year to 
year. The same is true as to his Congression- 
al district. Now, if there are any who should 
be rewarded for their work it is those who cut 
down Democratic majorities, not those who 
live in counties and districts that always go 
Republican whether an effort is made or not,” 

The General thinks the prospects this year 

are good so far as the Republicans are con- 
rishady gnd he does not expect any trouble in 
the ranks prior to the convention. He be- 
lieves he will have a good chance in the con- 
vention, and, while he believes the younger 
element in the party should be given a chance, 
he does not think it is wise to get up a divis- 
ion on this issue.

What It Is Held That He Must Now Do in 
Order to Be Consistent, 

The attitude of his Democratic colleagues, 
Messrs. Schweisthal and English, has forced 
Election Commissioner Hutchings into a 
rather peculiar position.

It was not surprising that without an ade- 
quate system of protection collisions were 
frequent. Suburban train crowded on sub- 
urban train, and through trains crowded on 
these. Every day the danger was increased. 
Acccidents have resulted in loss of life, de- 
struction of valuable property, ‘and great de- 
lay to traffic. It is to prevent all this that 
the Northwestern has taken steps. The move- 
ment has been caught up by the Chicago, Bur- 
lngton and Quincy and Northern Pacific roads, 
and it may be that in a short time all Chicago 
roads will have their suburban lines covered 
with the electric systems, 

Electric Signals for Grade Crossings. 

The grade crossings. have been a constant 
source of menace and horror to Chicagoans. 
The number of persons killed has been grow- 
ing from year to year. There are gates and 
watchmen at many of the crossings, but these 
have been found ‘faulty on many occasions, 
Watchmen sometimes go to sleep and fail to 
use the gates properly. To stir up these watch- 
men thé Northwestern will introduce a system 
of electric signals for alarming watchmen .on 
the distant approach of a train. 

President Hughitt, General Manager Whit- 
man, and Assistant Engineer Carter of the 
Northwestern went East three weeks ago to 
investigate the various signal systems, hey 
decided on the Hall automatic electric bi. ‘k 
system as the one suited to the company’s 
needs. The Northwestern’s suburban traffic 
is already enormous, andit is expected that 
the World’s Fair will increase it at least one- 
half. This will necessitate the putting on of 
more trains, and the old system of keeping 
track of the trains by signals worked by tele- 
graph operators, the officials think, will be in- 
adequate. The automatic electric ‘signals 
will be put on the different divisions, as fol- 
lows: Galena Division, from Fortieth street 
to Turner Junction; Milwaukee Division, 
from Clybourn Junction to Waukegan; Wis- 
consin. Division, from Clybourn Junction to 
Barrington. Eighty-seven and one-half miles 
will be covered and 200 signals will be used, 
placed on an average of three-fourths of a 
mile apart. One hundred and eighty-eight 
switches will be protected. 

What the Block Signal Is. 

On the outside of the rail a lever rises to the 

height of two inches. When the wheels of 


a 


the train pass over this the lever is pressed 
down so as to open the circuit of an electric 
battery located a few feet from the track. 
When the lever is pressed down and the elec. 
tric circuit is opened a red disk appears on a 
standard in sight of the engineer. After the 
train passes the standard the disk keeps its 
place to warn any train following that train 
No. 1 1s still ahead in the block. When train 
No. lreaches the next standard a system of 
opening and closing of the electric circuit 
puts disk No. 1 out of sight, showing train No. 
2 that No. 1 has passed out of the block. This 
contrivance keeps the trains far enough apart 
to avoid collisions. 

At night a red light takes the place of the

FOUND TRACE OF HER HUSBAND AT LAST,

The picture 
was taken while Cardinal Ledochowski . was 
Nuncio of the Pope at Brussels, and is a lit- 
tle over a quarter of a century old. 


Success of the Cardi 


The appointment by the Pope of Cardinal 
Miecislas Ledochowski as Prefect of the Prop- 
aganda at Rome recalls the old Kulturkampf 
day when that proud, imperious, and able 
Pole was a thorn in Bismarck’s side, and the 
incarceration which he subsequently suffered 
at the hands of the Prussian Government. 
This man is known to have, on more than one 
occasion, imposed his will upon no less a person 
than Pope Leo himeelf, and 1t is now said that 
in the event of Cardinal Monato la Valetta 
bemg elected to succeed the Pope, and he 
assumes the tiara, Cardinal Ledochowski will 
rule the Catholic church through its nominal 
head, . It will then remain to be seen how the 
Prefect of the Propaganda accepts the exist- 
ing political conditions of Europe, which have 
so radically changed since 1875, 

Cardinal Ledochowski, Archbishop of 
Gnesen and Posen and Primate of Poland, 
was born at Gorki, Russia-Poland, of an 
illustrious Polish family, Oct, 29, 1822, He is 
descended from an old race of warriors and 
counts among his ancestors Samuel, Com- 
panion in Arms of Kimg Segismund III., 
Felician, and Casimir; who was killed at the 
siege of Vienna, 1683, and of Stanislaus, 
Marshal of the Confederation of 1717. It 
evidently is from this warlike source that he 
inherited the resisting power and indoniitable 
will that has characterized him and done so 
m qward making hin famous. 


in Vienna he proceeded to Rome, where he 


joined the “Academia Ecclesiastica,”’ founded 
by Pius IX., to impart a special training to 
young ectlesiastics distinguished by their ac- 
quirements, _ 

Subsequently the Pope named Ledochowski 
Domestic Prelate and Prothonotary Apostolic, 
and aiso sent him on a diplomatic mission to 
Madrid, and as Auditor of the Nunciature to 
Lisbon, Rio-de Janeiro, and Santiago de Chile. 
He was nominated Archbishop of Thebes on 
his appointment, Sept 30, 1861, to, the Nun- 
ciature of Brusseis, where he remained four 
years. It was during his sojourn at Brussels, 
twenty-six years ago, that the photograph 
here reproduced was taken. 

His Personal Appearance. 

Up to about this period Ledochowski had 
been chiefly noted for his’elegance in speech 
and the dignity of his bearing. His tall, slim 
figure, with delicate features and penetrating 
eyes, gave him a distinguished appearance, 
and he was eminently popular at all the great 
entertainments at Lisbon and Brussels. He 
was profoundly attached to the Roman Catho- 
lic Church, and was beloved by the poor, to 
whom he was charitable. 

In January, 1866, Archbishop Ledochowski 
was transferred to the Archbishopric of 
Gnesen and Posen, and as the occupant of 
that see he possesses the title of Primate of 
Poland. In consequence of his resistance to 
the laws enacted in Prussia against the church 
he was, in 1874, cast into prison, and he was 
actually incarcerated in the dungeors of 
Ostrowo when he was proclaimed a Cardinal 
by the Pope in a secret consistory held in 
Rome March 15, 1875. 

Cardinal Ledochowski was releaséd from 
captivity Feb. 3, 1876. Being banished from 
his diocese he proceeded to Rome, where May 
ll he took possession of his “title,’”’ the 
Church of Santa Maria in Araceli. In arrest- 
ing Ledochowski the Russian Government 
deemed it advisable to remove him from the 
Episcopal palace during the night and to drive 
him in a closed carriage to a special train that 
awaited him surrounded by a strong escort of 
cavalry. At the same time the garrison of 
Posen was under arms ready to act in case of 
an uprising of the people. 

For some time past the German authorities 
have taken pains to show their desire to abol- 
ish all traces of the Kulturkampf, and when 
the Prussian Education bill, now pending, is 
passed the Roman Catholics in Germany will 
be even stronger than they were before the 
May laws.

Bostoy, ‘Mass., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—The 
Commandant of the Charleston Navy-Yard re- 
ceived a dispatch this morning from the Navy 
Department at Washington ordering the dis- 
continuance of all work at once on the steam- 
ship Ohio, which was chartered by the gov- 
ernment for the purpose of utilizing it asa 
floating repair ship for possible use in Chilean 
waters.

His object appears to have 
been solely a desire for such notoriety as 
mi come . of, his exploit to him 

to his newspaper. said 
himself that he wised to prove 
that French newspaper reporters were not 
behind their American brothers in enterprise 
and resource, Dec, 13, 1891, De Labruyere 
published in the Paris newspaper L’Xclair a 
full account of the escape of Padlewsky. 

“De Labuyere was arrested, tried and 
sentenced to eight months’ imprisonment for 
aiding in the escape of Padiewsky. It 1s then 
related. that the . tive arrived in 
York Feb. 15, 1 and was sheltered 
by countrymen to whom he related the 
story of the murder and by whom it is now 
repeated. He remained here several days 
under the name of Heller. He discovered 
that he was being watched and fled to Pexas 
by way of steamer to Galveston, and thence 
to San Antonio, where he became known as 
Otto Hauser. He secured employment as a 
farm hand,. and .corresponded regularly with 
his New York friends. Suddenly these letters 
ceased. This was in ber iast. Inquiry 
developed the fact that Padlewsky, or Hauser 
as he was calied, had committed suicide, 
Strange to say the records of the inquest are 
missing.”

Mr. Hale spoke at length upon the benefits 
of reciprocity, which, he said, was annexed to 
protection and broadened the field of the 
American laborer by opening new markets for 
his products, to be paid for in articles which 
could never be competed with his labor. The 
people all understand this and they made their 
voice heard and their wishes known here and 
in the chamber at the other end of the Capi- 
tol, and, except in thé Democratic party, open 
opposition was drowned and no further hostile 
note was heard. He did not hesitate in stat- 
ing here and now as the result of his observa- 
tion that that section of the McKinley act 
which contained the reciprocity feature was 
the part of the measure which had floated the 
whole act. and was that part of the bill which 
kept it from being swamped by the storm 
which, with or without reason, broke upon it 
from the day of its passage. The 
reciprocal pian was born of distin- 
waished Republican parentage ,and was 
adopted at last by the Republican party. 
Democratic newspapers denounced it every- 
where as an impracticable sham, and wher- 
ever Democratic authority was heard from it 
carried with it a sneer against the measure. 
The Senator from New York who had lately en- 
tered this chamber as a member of this body, 
and who had Re sto to his party as his cre- 
dential of leadership upon the other side the 
trophy of a great State, chained and gauged 
ve despoiled of its political rights, had paused 
for a moment in his work of spoliation to de- 
clare in the Democratic State convention 
of New York, which assembled in Sara- 
toga Sept. 16 last to do his will and 
register his decree, that the Democratic 
party of the State of New York in convention 
assembled renewed the pledges of its fidelity 
to Democratie faith and denounced in strong 
terms “the Biaine reciprocity humbug. 
These vicious attacks upon the measure at the 
hands of Democratic newspapers and leaders 
had had their inevitable result; they had 
weakened the effect of the measure abroad, 
made hard the task of American negotiators, 
strengthened the hands of foreign govern- 
ments, were mischievous, unpatriotic, and 
were meant to be any in their effect both 
at home and abrvad.

SENATOR PLUMB'S HBTATE IN COURT. 


Claimed That He Owed Bateman & Co. 
$347,296 on a Railroad Deal. 

Wasuineton, D.C., Jan. 28.—([Special.]— 
There promises to be much litigation over the 
estate of Senator Preston B. Plumb. It grows 
mostly out of his transactions with the failed 
firm of Bateman & Uo. A suit was begun in 
the Equity Court yesterday against Mrs. Carrie 
S. Plumb, executrix, and Amos H. Piumb, 
executor of the estate. The suit is brought by 
Arthur E. Bateman, Donglass Green, the per- 
sonal representative of Richard G. Murphy, 
deceased, and Harvey Durand, late partners, 
trading and doing business in the City of New 
York under the name of Green & Bateman and 
in Washington under the name of Bateman & 
Co., for the use and benefit of John A. Gar- 
ver, assignee of Green & Bateman and Bate- 
man & Co. The bill of complaint states that 
Preston B. Plumb was one of the original 
stockholders in the Atlantic and Danville rail- 
road company, subscribing $105,000 of its cap- 
ital stock. The road was constructed from 
Portsmouth, Va., to Hicksford, Va., 
and subsequently @xtended to lLawrence- 
ville. In order to complete the con- 
struction of the road bonds were 
issued and, it is alleged, that by this issue the 
late Senator became liable to the amount of 
$240,000. These bonds, it is further alleged, 
have never been redeemed. With the petition 
is filed what purports to be an account be- 
tween Bateman & Co. and Preston B. Plumb, 
showing a balance due the firm including in- 
terest of $347,296. This is the amount claimed 
in the bill of complaint. The court is asked 
to compel the defendants to make disclosure 
of all property held by the estate; that a re- 
ceiver be appointed, and that an order re- 
straining defendants from disposing of the 
property be granted. 


OATES’ BILL AGAINST BLACKMAIL. 


It Passed the Hotise Hurriedly—Some of Its | 


. Strong Provisions. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—A 
bill to punish blackmailing was introduced 
and put through the House by Congressman 
Oates of Alabama. Now that it has turned 
upin the Senate with a favorable report, 
it has come to light that even the Chairman and 
some of the members of the House Judiciary 
committee had not informed themselves as to 
its fullimport. It provides that any person 
who, in any territory within the jurisdiction 
of the United States, shall levy or attempt to 
levy blackmail by making, threatening, or at- 
tempting to make any disclosures, oral or 
written, or by’ publication within or out- 
side of said jurisdiction, for the purpose of 
ridicule, gain, or revenge, shall be guilty of 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction before 
any proper court shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $1,000 or shall be imprisoned or 
confined at hard labor for not exceeding one 
year, at the discretion of the court, Under 
the measure almost’ any person who is sensi- 
tive could maintain an action against a news- 
paper and get damages. A paper published 
in Chicago and circulated in the District of 
Columbia, or in Utah, or in New Mexico 
could be fined for blackmail.

kill his wife this afternoon. He and his wife 
were married two years ago, but separated 
last Christmas. This oon they met at 
the corner of Third and Sherman streets, and 
quarreled. Mrs. Phillips ran into a store to 
escape, and the proprietor protected her. 
Phillips waited for his wife and when she 
came out followed her to the corner'of Third 
and Walnut streets, where he pulled ont 
a pocketknife and drew it across his 
wife’s throat.

NO FURTHER TROUBLE IS EXPECT- 
ED WITH CHILE. 


President Harrison Sends a Special Message 
to Congress, Assuring That Body That 
the Reply of the South American Repub- 
lic to America’s Ultimatum Is Sufficient 
te Stop All Ideas of War—Text of the 
Correspondence Which Grew Oat of 
Uncle Sam's Last Move. 

Wasminetor, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 


In a special message sent to Congress today 
President Harrison declared that the admin- 
istration was satisfied with the answer made 
by Chile to the ultimatum of the United States 
of Jan. 21, and with the message transmitted 
the answer aforesaid and the correspondence 
growing out of it. The message had-been so 
fully discounted by the newspapers that it 
aroused only passing interest and was referred 
in each branch without comment. The 
message read: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: I 
transmit herewith additional correspondence be- 
tween this government and the Government of 
Chile, consisting of a note of Mr. Montt, the 
Chilean Minister at this Capital, to Mr. Blaine, 
dated Jan. 23,a reply of Mr. Blaine thereto of 
Jan. 27, anda dispatch from Mr. Egan, our Min- 
ister at Santiago, transmitting the response of 
Mr. Pereira, the Chilean Minister of Foreign At- 
fairs, tothe note of Mr. Blaine of Jan. 21, which 
was received by me the 26th inst.. The note of 
Mr. Montt to Mr. Blaine, though dated Jan. 23, 
was not delivered at the State Department until 
after 12 o’clock meridian of the 25th, and»was not 
translated and its receipt notified to me until late 
in the afternoon of that day.
